Juniors. This was a very eventful year, and one of 
our happiest. Work was harder, but we were better 
prepared to take up more advanced studies, so the 
many battles that came up were successfully fought 
and we passed from victory unto victor. 

In our Junior year Mr. Hinchey was the only teach¬ 
er who remained. Mr. Bull came back and took up 
his old position in school life. Mathematics was 
placed in the hands of Miss Chapin, who also acted as 
assistant to Mr. Hinchey in typewriting. Drawing, 
history and German were given to Miss Meyer, Eng¬ 
lish and Latin to Miss Leddy. 

Among the several events of our Juniorhood that 
deserve special attention was the party given one of 
our talented and highly-esteemed classmates, Crystal 
Gallaway. ,We take the opportunity here to give 
three cheers, once more, for Crystal. The other was 
? picnic given to our class by our honored classmate,

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’09 in Htbletics 


From the very first the class of '09 has been the 
foremost in athletics. By this we clo not mean that we 
have won the highest number of points in every con¬ 
test, but leaders from the standpoint of the interest 
and hard work. W e are so bold as to say that there 
never was such a class in athletics. I hrough unity jf 
mind and purpose we have worked together, and 
worked hard, with but one object in view, and that to 
place Healdsburg High at the top. Through inis 
dogged persistence and enthusiasm, unchecked by 
the string of defeats and the incompleteness of our 
training facilities, we have developed three men 
Beeson, Young and Coolidge—into coast record break¬ 
ers. Not only does our lead lie in the fact that we 
have the athletes, but in the work we have done in 
finding out the talent in, and enthusing the lower 
classes, until now, with the assistance rendered by 
them, we have won every meet this spring, beside the 
two preceding S. M. A. A. meets. 

Early in the fall of 05 our boys busied themselves 
in football, which was then Healdsburg High’s all in 
all. Though Freshmen, some of our boys made the 
team which won some of the hardest fought games of 
the season. It is unnecessary to say here that very 
few Freshmen ever make the football team. 

At that time the S. M. A. A. was an annual meet, 
so the boys started early in the spring of ’06 to train 
for that meet. We organized our forces early and 
contested in numerous interclass meets. So strong 
was the showing we made that we decided that track 
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athletics was our vocation, and dropped everything 
else. In this meet no one from our class placed. 1 his 
was disappointing, but we felt the benefit of the ex¬ 
perience. 

With the opening of school in the fall of 06 our 
boys started training with a determination to win 
points, if nothing else. In October of this year we 
entered a team in S. M. A. A., at Ukiah. Here two 
of the boys captured medals. McDonough took sec¬ 
ond place in the broad jump and Beeson second in the 
high jump. This was a starter, and in the spring meet 
of 'oj we maintained our reputation, Beeson taking 
second in the high jump and Young third in the one 
hundred-yard dash and in the pole vault. 

In the fall of that year we gained a little greater dis¬ 
tinction, Beeson taking first in the high jump and 
Coolidge third in the hammer, in the A. A. L. of Cal¬ 
ifornia. In the S. M. A. A. L,. meet of that fall we 
began our record making. Beeson won the high jump 
at 5 feet 10V4 inches, which was the record for that 
league. He also took second in the high hurdle. In 
this same meet Young won the pole vault and Cool¬ 
idge second in the hammer throw. 

In April of the spring of '08 Young, Beeson and 
Coolidge took the same places in the A. A. L. as they 
had done in the S. M. A. A. L. of the preceding fall. 
In this same year, in the California Relay Carnival, 
Beeson won the high jump from Munn of University 
of California, clearing the height of 5 feet 10 inches. 
In the S. M. A. A. L. of the same spring the event 
stood just the same as in the A. A. L., with the ex¬ 
ception that Voting established a record at 11 feet 4 Y\ 
inches in the pole vault. 

I11 the Stanford Inter-scholastic of May, 1908, Bee¬ 
son,, by taking second in the higji winnipg 
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the high jump, made eight points and took fourth 
place in the meet for his school. In the following 
July, in the P. A. A., Beeson took second in the 220- 
yard hurdles and 120-yard hurdles and third in the 
high jump. 

In the fall meets of 1908, though we had lost our 
companions, the class of 08, our records were more 
shining than ever. In the A. A. L. Beeson won the 
120-yard hurdles and the high jump and took second 
in the 220-yard hurdles. Young was unfortunate in 
this meet, for after vaulting high enough to take sec 
ond place, he broke his arm. Coolidge won the ham¬ 
mer and took third in the shot put. Unfortunately, 
Young could not enter the S. M. A. A. L. that fall on 
account of his arm, but Beeson made up for his ab¬ 
sence. He won four first places, making a record in 
the 120-yard hurdles; time, 253-5 seconds. The four 
events that he won were: Low and high hurdles, high 
jump and pole vault. Coolidge came out first in the 
hammer throw and second in the shot. McDonough 
captured second place in the 50-yard dash. 

The spring of ’09 has been the most glorious in our 
career. Healdsburg has won every meet that she has 
entered. The season is at an end, and proudly may 
the athletes rest now from their labors. Only glory 
and triumph have ruled over them, unmarred by any 
defeats or disgraceful acts. Five beautiful trophies 
adorn the school now as fruits of this season’s labor. 
The majority of the athletes who have won these last 
meets are of the class of ’09. The same three men 
have done the distinguished work. Though our work 
in High School athletics is over, we leave the winning 
of future events to the lower class, with a feeling that 
we will be remebered always as instrumental in boost¬ 
ing Healdsburg; to the front, •- 
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One individual, though not of 09, deserves special 
mention here, owing to the fact that he has been so 
closely in touch with us. Herbert Amesbury has been 
one of the foremost athletes in the Healdsburg High 
School. The event in which he has distinguished him¬ 
self is the quarter mile. To see him win the 440 is a 
sight worth any one's seeing. Never did athlete win 
with a prettier stride. 

Basketball was taken up during the winter months, 
but it was not distinctly a success. Three games were 
played, one being a victory for Healdsburg. 

When track work was again resumed the boys, 09 
in particular, entered into it with a spirit of determina¬ 
tion that is characteristic of them. On March the 
20th a dual meet was arranged with Lowell High, but 
as the weather was frightful the showing was not 
very good, the meet being called off as a tie. 

On April 3d, Healdsburg and Santa Rosa met, both 
teams straining every effort, but we came out on top, 
the score being 68 to 2. 

Next, and of more importance, was the S. M. A. A. 
L., held at Ukiah, in April, and again we won. We 
did not feel highly honored by the victory, because 
there was practically no competition. Those who won 
points from '09 were Beeson, who made the S. M. 
record in the high jump—5 feet io }4 inches — and won 
the 120 and 220-yard hurdles; Young, who won the 
pole vault, and took third in the broad jump; Mc¬ 
Donough taking second in the 100 and 50-yard dashes, 
and Coolidge, who won all three weight events. 

The next victory was that of the Stanford Inter¬ 
scholastic meet. * Thirty-five schools were entered, 
all the big schools competing. We had no idea of 
winning this meet, but the boys did their utmost, and 
£0 the surprise of every one we won with a score of 
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20 points, 16 being the nearest. Beeson won an in¬ 
dividual cup by taking the highest number of points. 
Young won the pole vault and Coolidge the hammer 
and discus. Two large cups were awarded us for this 
victory, which will go to the winners of the meet next 
year. 

()ne week later. May 7th, on the Berkeley oval, the 
same team enterd and showed their metal in winning 
the A. A. L. Beeson broke two records, but was al¬ 
lowed but one on account of an error. H. H. S. was 
credited with 31 points, the nearest competitor, Cogs¬ 
well, having 25. Beeson won both hurdles and the 
high jump; Young the pole vault and Coolidge the 
hammer throw. 

In all the meets the lower class men have made 
an excellent showing. We trust that a year's experi¬ 
ence will not be lost on them, as we must leave the 
future of Healdsburg athletics in their hands.
